Unlike 
the contract or last year, It does not 
guarantee the grower any fixed price. 
Neither does this contract say any¬ 
thing about 80 per cent of the growers 
necessary |o form the pool. Under Its 
provisions a pool can bo formed If any 
of the growers sign the pledge. 

0 0 0 

Management Has Changed. 

•Instead of the pool being governed 
by a district board, as formerly, the 
management of the whole thing 4 b now 
In the hands of the president, directors 
And executive committee, which com¬ 
prise only a few men. 

•‘Another very objectionable feature 
of the new contract is that It provides 
that each grower signing the pledge 
must put 10 per cent, of his poolings 
Into the stock of tho Burley Tobacco 
Company, a new corporation entirely, 
separ&to and distinct from the Burley 
Tobacco Society, but made up of some 
of the officers of that organisation. Fig¬ 
uring on a basis of a $16,000,000 crop 
of pooled tobacco, this would put into 
the hands of this new company $1,500,- 
000. This, It is understood, will b© 
used to build warehouses, finance th® 
business, arrange for Insurance, etc. 

• • • 

Equity Plan Preferable. 

"It is my belief that an Equity pool 
would be much better for the growers 
than a pool under this pledge of the 
Burley Tobacco Society, which puts the 
©mire organisation into the hands of a 
few men and gives them practloully 
unlimited power with the crop Intrusted 
to them. The Equity plan gives the 
growers representation, and as with the 
pooling of other crops under its pro¬ 
vision. will. I believe, prove more sat¬ 
isfactory to the growers.”

ROYALISTS READY TO 
GIVE DP THE FIGHT 


COSSACKS AT TEHERAN OFFER 
. TO SURRENDER. | 


NATIONALISTS APPARENTLY IN 
COMPLETE CONTROL 


MAY ATTACK SHAH NEXT. 


Teheran. Persia, Julv 14 .—Tho Royal¬ 
ist forces apparently have had enough 
of fighting and are prepared to admit 
tho supremacy of the Nationalists. The 
secretary of the Russian legation ar¬ 
rived at the Mejllau building late this 
♦*venlng In behalf of Gen. Llakhoff, and 
submitted written proposals for the 
surrender of tho Cossacks under hla 
command. He asked first that tho Na¬ 
tionalists should cease attacking the 
Cossacks; that the Cossack* should bo 
allowed to continue under the future 
Persian Government and that their 
safety should be guaranteed If they 
laid down their arms. 

Sipabod&r and Sardorasod replied 
that tho officers were free to return to 
their homos as soon as they surren¬ 
dered their arms; that their safety 
would be guaranteed as far as possi¬ 
ble, and that ns th© Constitutional Gov¬ 
ernment requires trained troops the 
Cossacks would be taken Into service 
and would receive ths usual pay. 

Th© action of Gem Llakhoff followed 
a long day of fighting, during which, 
however, little damage seems to have 
been done. The Cossacks, who are still 
besieged In the central square of the 
city, and those outside the wails kept 
up a continuous rifle and artillery fire 
•>n tlie Mejliss building, while with 
shrapnel they endeavored to dislodge 
ths Nationalist sharpshootors from the 
roofs of houses. Their fire was erratic 
and a number of the shells struck tho 
telegraphers* houses close to the British 
legation. 

The British and Russian Ministers 
have urged tho Shah to arrange terms 
with the Nationalists, but the Shah has 
refused, and It is now reported that the 
Nationalist* will make an attack to¬ 
night on the Sultan at the palace.

Chicago, July 14.—Wheat for July 
delivery advanced 7 cents during a 
stormy session on the Board of Trade 
to-day, establishing a new high record 
mark for the season and giving prom¬ 
ise of a repetition of the recent ’‘dear* 
headed by James A. Patten and his 
colleagues In the May option. The top 
mark reached by the July delivery’ to- 
'day was $1.27 compared with $1.20, th© 
closing figures of the previous day. 

The Immediate cause of the buying 
flurry which resulted In Urn sensation¬ 
al advance was additional rainfall Inst 
night In Kansas and Missouri, where 
th© new crop of wheat Is now being 
harvested or Is awaiting the visit of the 
thresher, and dispatches from other 
harvesting and wheat shipping sections 
of the country telling of damage to the 
ucw crop by excessive rains.

Sprouting In the Shock. 


Numerous reports were received 
from points In Illinois, Missouri. Ken¬ 
tucky and Tennessee, which claimed 
that the wheat already harvested Is 
sprouting In the shock owing to th© 
unfavorable weather conditions. 

Thatch© "weather man” was still on 
the Mde of the bulls was shown by th© 
official forecast for to-morrow for the 
principal wheat-growing States In this 
country which predicted additional 
thunderstorms over a wide area 
throughout th© Central and Western 
States.

BOLIVIA’S APOLOGY 
IS PROMPTLY MADE 


REGRET EXPRESSED FOR HOS¬ 
TILE DEMONSTRATIONS. 


ARGENTINA’S MINISTER DE¬ 
CIDES NOT TO LEAVE. 


HIS GOVERNMENT SATISFIED. 


Rp p nas Ayres, July 14.—The Minis¬ 
ter of Foreign Affairs here received a 
telegram to-day from Senor Fonseca, 
the Argentine Minister at Lapaz, Bo¬ 
livia, announcing that he had decided 
not to leave that city, the Bolivian Gov. 
eminent haring declared It would give 
satisfaction to Argentina for the re¬ 
cent hostile demonstrations made 
against that country. 

Thl* new* ha* created a feeling of 
general satisfaction throughout Ar¬ 
gentina. 

In keeping with Its premise to S©nor 
Fonseca, the Argentine Minister at La¬ 
paz. the Bolivian Government has sent 
a not© to th© Argentine Government, 
expressing Us profound regret at re¬ 
cent occurrences a< Lapaz, where hos¬ 
tile demonstration* were made against 
the Argentine Republic because of dis¬ 
satisfaction over that Government’s 
award In the boundary dispute between 
Peru and Bolivia. 

The Bolivian Government declares 
thAt It did everything possible to check 
these demonstrations and deplores the 
offensive terms which the Bolivian 
press employed toward Argentina, it 
gives assurances that the occurrence* 
whl not be repeated, and affirms that 
the Bolivian Government Is animated 
by sincere friendship and regard for 
the Argentine Republic and Its Presi¬ 
dent. 

The Argentine Government state* 
that it accept® the note as complete 
satisfaction. 

Hopes To Avoid War. 

La pax, Bolivia. July 14.—President 
Montes say* that Bolivia does not de¬ 
sire war and will endeavor to arrange 
the pending questions without blood- 
| shed. Tho Justice of Bolivia's claims, 
h© assert®, will prevent the loss of ter¬ 
ritory. 

The city Is quiet, but tome excite¬ 
ment was caused by tb© rumors cur- 
\ rent to-day that Peru is sending troops 
to the 41 ontL-r in case of an emergency. 

Will Leave It To Congress. 

Lima, Peru. July 14.—According to 
official advices received here. President 
Monte®, of Bolivia, has Informed Senor 
Polo, the Peruvian Minister at Lapaz, 
that th© Government had decided to do 
nothing with regard to the decision on 
the boundary, but will leave the ques- 
io;i lor Congross to settle V'hen It 
meets, August 6. 


FLOUR GOING UP ALSO. 


Only the Unexpected Can Prevent An 
Increase In Price. 

Consumers of wheat and flour prod¬ 
ucts In Louisville have again been tak¬ 
en unaware* by a sudden trend upward 
token by the Chicago markets. The 
prices on wheat and flour are soaring 
skyward. It is authoritatively stated 
that heavy rain® In the Ohio and Mis¬ 
sissippi valleys are responsible for the 
undesirable conditions. The worst of 
it all Is that no one will venture an 
opinion as to how much higher the 
prices will go before the market breaks 
In favor of the small degler and the 
laboring man, whose supply of dolly 
bread Is cut short.

Mr. Ballard further sold that the 
movement of the new wheat In Louis¬ 
ville this year Is very small. He said 
thnt in his oplnfon hardly more than 
25,000 bushels hnv® rolled Into this city 
since the movement started early In 
July. On July € miller* were paying 
$1.12 and $1.14 per bushel for the new 
crop, but It 1* almost next to Impos¬ 
sible to got wheat now below $1.29.

Poole In the day'® returns of Ingram, 
and the confession came when Ingram 
was asked to explain the discrepancy. 
It is said that Ingram was. on the 
wrong side of the cotton market and 
that he has been losing heavily for the 
last month. Six month* ago he Was 
married t*• Ml** Lillie B. Port, a ® ( >ctal 
favorite and begpn entertaining on a 
lavish scale. He was a prominent tnem- 
tK?r of several exclusive clubs and par¬ 
ticularly Interested In yachting. 

Ingram came here year* ago from 
Henderson county, Ky., where several 
relatives reside. His parents are spend¬ 
ing the summer at a resort near Balti¬ 
more, Md. 

An additional charge of forgery was 
placed against Ingram to-night. It be¬ 
ing alleged he forged th© signature of 
George C. Hauser, manager of the 
Southern Cotton Oil Company, to a 
check for $5,000. 

Ingram would neither deny nor af¬ 
firm the report that he had attempted 
to commit nuiolrl© when seen in h't* cell 
In the parish prison to-night. That hej 
is suffering from the effects of ©ome 
drug, however. 1® now known. Ho «J*o| 


declined to discus® the charges against 
him. 

V4ee President Pooi, of the Hibernia 
Bank, gav* out a statement to-night In 
which he declared that Ingram had 
mad© a complete confession of his de¬ 
falcations* to him to-day. The vice pres¬ 
ident also stated that tho actual loss 
to th© bank, on account of Ingram*® 
aocurity from bonding companies, would 
amount to only a few thousand dollars.

WORK OF TARIFF CONFERENCE 


Washington. July 14.—[Special. 1— 
The Republican members of ths Con- 
ference Committee allowed the slate- 
mer^t to be circulated to-day that the 
corporation tax amendment in the 
tariff bill Is In serious danger and may 
b© entirely eliminated. The object of 
thl* report I# very plain. The President 
Is urging upon the onferenc® the de¬ 
sirability of accepting the lower rate® 
in the two bills. What the “atandpat- 
ters” are driving fit Is to make the 
President believe that th© corporation 
tax l®g intensely unpopular and the 
committee Is betnj^ bo*log©<l by busi¬ 
ness men not to allow It to be placed 
on the statute books. Then when the 
Conference Committee fully * 4 yle!ds” 
to th© President on the corporation tax 
amendment Mr. Taft should only con- 
ct'de a little something to the Con¬ 
ference Committee and not be so in¬ 
sistent to this or that low rate. 

• • • 

Based On Trickery. 

The whole proceeding Is based upon 
th© veriest trickery. To commence 
with. President Taft came to the rescue 
of Senator Aldrich, and consented to 
allow the pr©*tlge of hi* great office 
to be used, not for a corporation tak# 
but to defeat what appeared to be the 
certain passage of the income tax 
amendment. Of course. Senator Al¬ 
drich does not care anything about tho 
corporation tax becoming law. He 
simply used It os an instrument The 
President, however, prevailed upon Re¬ 
publican Senators to vote for the cor¬ 
poration tax to defeat the income tax. 
nnd he would be acting In auch bad 
faith If he consented to allow It to go 
out of th© bill that the nervo of the 
Conference Committee in pretending 
that great difficulty is bring had in 
reaching an agreement Is cellos®!.

Same Imposture Practiced, 






Th© same lmpoeturo is being prac¬ 
ticed In th© ©a®e of the glove schedule. 
The Senate, with a great share of mag¬ 
nanimity toward the consumer, reduced 
th© Housi. rat© on glove® to the pres¬ 
ent outrageously high rate®. It | 8 an- . 
nminced that all the Republican mem¬ 
bers, with the possible exception of 
Mr. Payne, are "standing firm” for the 
House rate. The truth I* that th© glove 
manufacturers are absolutely satisfied 
with the present rates and have won , 
their fight. They feel certain that the 
House Increase will not stand, and they 
care little whether It does. By pretend- I 
lng to stack up the House rate, howev. * 
er, there Is a cnance to g©t a higher 
duty on something else. It is all on 
a par with the statement® given out

Strenuous Objection* 


Strenuous objections were raised by 
th© House members of the tariff con¬ 
ference to-day to the Senate provision 
In th© maximum and minimum feature 
of _the tariff bill, which give# to the 
President authority to employ such 
persons as he may desire to aid him 
in tmrorclng the tariff law* and which 
will be u&eful to Congress In tariff 
legislation in the future. This opposi¬ 
tion was all that prevented the adop¬ 
tion of practically all of the sections 
dealing with ad min 1st ration.

Court of Customs Appeals. 


The provision which provides for 
th«- establishment of & court of customs 
appeals was adopted. It is intended 
that this court shall deal with oil cases 
of appeal from the board of general 
appraisers and that Its Judgments shall 
be final. The salaries of the five 
Judge** were ftxed at $10,000, instead of 
$7,000, a* provided by the Senate 
amendment adopted after the court fea¬ 
ture had been reported from the Sen¬ 
ate Committee on Finance.

Maximum and Minimum Rates. 


Th© Senate maximum and minimum 
provision was discussed throughout the 
afternoon seasion. When an adjourn¬ 
ment was token at 6:30 o’clock this 
precision had been agreed upon tenta¬ 
tively as a sub for the House feature, 
with th© exception of the provision for 
the employment «»f tariff ©Xpert*. The 
House conferees took the position that 
th© Way* nnd Mean® Committee and 
tho Senate Finance Committee have 
the Investigation of tariff matters as 
their ho 1" province. 

Several of the Senate conferees made 
the assertion that President Taft de¬ 
sired to have th© right to employ such 
experts for the purpose of assisting him 
In the discharge of duties Imposed upon 
him by the maximum and minimum 
feature. They declared also that the 
President favors the appointment of a 
tariff commission. These arguments 
were not sufficient to induce the Houa® 
conferees to abandon their objections.

It was a long letter, slowly and care¬ 
fully written ami fur the first time since 
the tragedy which wrecked two homes 
there was a glow on the prisoner’s 
cheeks.

“The people of Crescent 
City are quiet now. and I do not ferl

This action on the part of the Sheriff 
was generally entivtended by persons 
who insist that Mrs. Baylor’s presence 
at the obsequies would have been 
provocative of insults.

HAD PASSED AGE OF EIGHTY. 


Norfolk. Va^ July 14.—John Goode, 
aged eighty years, statesman, lawyer 
and soldier, died hero to-day following 
a stroke of paralysis suffered several 
weeks ago. Arrangements for the fu¬ 
neral have not yet been completed. 

John Goode, affectionately known In 
late year* as the “Grand Old Man of 
Virginia,” was without doubt at the 
time of hls death the most conspicuous 
man in the State In point of years and 
honors. He was the sole survivor of 
tho Virginia Secession Convention and 
the oldest ex-member of the National 
Congress. He also was a member of 
the Confederate Congress, and had the 
distinction of being a member of the 
convention that framed the Constitu¬ 
tion for Virginia, and fifty years later 
(1901-02) he was president of the con¬ 
vention that framed the present Con¬ 
stitution. 

Mr. Goode was born in Bedford 
county. Va.. May 14. 1829. After hls 
graduation from Emery’ and Henry Col¬ 
lege. he was admitted to the bar. When 
he reached the age of twenty-on© h© 
was a member of the Virginia Legis¬ 
lature. representing Bedford county. 
He served hls native county In the 
secession convention and later enter¬ 
ed the Confederate army os a mem¬ 
ber of Oca. Early's staff. 

While on the field of battle he was 
elected to the Confederate Congress. 
After the war he moved to Norfolk, 
where ho practiced law. He served 
three terms In Congress from the Nor¬ 
folk district, being the first Democrat¬ 
ic Reprcbentatlvt* from that district 
after th© war. 

During President Cleveland's first 
administration >\r. Goode wax appoint¬ 
ed Solicitor Gemprnl of the United 
States And served with distinction for 
some time. He failed of confirmation 
In the Senate, however, because, it is 
said, of political differences existing 
between him and Gen. William Ma* 
hone, then a Senator from Virginia. 

President Cleveland, during hl^ sec¬ 
ond term, appointed Mr. Good© a mem¬ 
ber of the United 8tates nnd Chilean 
Claims Commission to sottio certain 
matter* In dispute between the two 
countries. After a successful legal 
practice before the Court of Claims 
and the Supreme Court of the United 
States, he wax again honored by elec¬ 
tion ti* the last Virginia constitutional 
convention, of which he became pres- 
IdcnL

Jackson 
county, at 8 o'clock thl* afternoon In 
the law office of Ha*1ewood A Johnson 
In the Catching building, Just opposite 
the courthouse, where Bowling and 
Gambill. opposing parties to a civil suit 
over land titles, nad met to take depo¬ 
sitions. 

Attorney Haxlewood had Just depart¬ 
ed from hls office to go to the office 
of stenographer W. E. Begley, only 
fifty feet away on the same floor, and 
left Gambill and Bowling alone. He 
had not reached Begley’s office until n 
shot rang out. B©for© ho could get 
back to hls office the Second shot was 
fired. He (hen opened the closed door, 
which he left open Iras than hulf a 
minute before, and found th** two men 
clinched and Bowling beating Gumblll 
over the head with a forty-five revolver. 

Mr. Haalewood. who had Just recov¬ 
ered from two broken arms, seized the 
hug© weapon Just before It wa* dis¬ 
charged the third time. Chief of police 
Mourn and George Ridley arrived and 
assisted In disarming the Infuriated 
man and ho was ushered to Jail. Oam- 
blll staggered down the stairway to 
the street and fell. The main artery 
In hls arm was severed by one shot.

MOB SAID TO BE FORMING. 


Hopklnrvllle, Ky.. July 14 —{Special) 
—R. B. Morgan, the negro who ahot 
and killed Jame^ Morris, a well-kh >vvn 
white dtlren. loot Saturday, and Had. 
gurrendered to-night to tho police. 
There is considerable cxcltr mvnt in the 
city over report# »ha; efforts will b« 
made to lynch the prlaoner. and extra 
guards have been placed at the Jail. 

Morgan late fills afternoon sent word 
by a friend to L4<*ul Huwklnn, right 
Chief, that he would give Mmaelf up If 
furnished with amide protection. Lieut. 
Hawkins, Sheriff RslIilMw and a posse 
went to the place designated and Mor¬ 
gan appeared. The officers formed a 
guard around aim and osrorte-i him to 
Jail. Just before the prison wiw reach¬ 
ed two brothers of Morris came upen 
the posse, both .\rmod with revolvers, 
and made hostile demonstrauons to¬ 
ward Morgan. They wera diaa-med. 

Humors are abundant that friend* of 
Morris propose to mob *he negro, but 
the poltoe say they ore amply prepart d 
to prevent & lynching. 

Morris, who was a well-known man 
about town, was killed In a'box car, 
where, with several white companions, 
he was playing cards. Jno player went 
broke and Morgan, .vno wac locking on. 
offered to hack him. Morris refused to 
allow the negro to put any money In 
the game. Oaths were exchanged, and 
as Morris started to rise the negro shot 
him through the breast. 

JTTRY OUT SIX~DAYS. 


Panel That Tried George Foley At 
Barbourville Fails To Agree. 

Barbourvlllc. Ky., July 14.—After be¬ 
ing out since last Thursday, a record 
hold-out, the Jury In the case of George 
Foley, charged with complicity in the 
murder of llobert Smith, reported last 
night, the result being a hung jury 
£)even were for conviction for two 
years, and one for acquittal. 

It was at Foiey'M home that Robert 
Smith, an officer, 'was killed in a fight 
between officers and negroes Smith's 
slayer. It la believed, was killed In the 
melee, but Foley was held for alleged 
complicity.

OMISSION IN TOBACCO BILL 


Washington. July 14.—[Special.]— 
The additional tax Which will be levied 
upon the woin«m of tho United States 
as a result of the Aldrich amendments 
to the cotton schedule will amount to 
$1,238,586 a year. 

This estimate, baaed on a comparison 
of the Dingtey law with that proposed 
by Payne and Aldrich, la made by 
Charles C. Copeland, one of tho blgipwt 
ootton goods dealers In New York City 
Mr. Copeland doe* not belong to that 
class of merchant* whtah ha* been held 
up to acorn and ridicule by members 
of the Way* and Moan* and Finance 
committee*. He deal* In American 
made goods almost exclusively, and he 
la opposed to the Aldrich rates because 
he says they are unnecessary and in¬ 
tend od only for additional profit* for 
the manufacturer*. 

• • • 

Aldrich's Contention Tabooed. 


Senator Aldrich ha* maintained that 
changing the cotton duties from ad va¬ 
lorem to specific doe# not increase the 
tariff. That 1* not borne out by tho 
fact* or figure*. 

The action of tho Senator from 
Rhode Island." say* Mr Copeland, "In 
attempting to throw the blame for ootv- 
timied delay In the passage of the bill 
on the so-called Insurgents Is os unfair 
from the standpoint of partisanship as 
the deliberate attempt to discount and 
belittle the effort* which were made by 
disinterested trade Interests to prevent 
the perpetration of such an unjustifiable 
schedule as wo* presented. 

"The fact that It was declared that 
no advance* had been mode in the cot¬ 
ton doth achodulc is demonstrably un¬ 
true. It 1* to bo noted that a part—In 
fact, the major portion—of those im¬ 
portations has now been classed as 
hixurioa, and this, presumably, may ac¬ 
count for tho radical Increeeo which has 
been proposed. 

• • • 

Unfair To Consumer. 


"ThI* classification Is manifestly un¬ 
fair to the consumer. None of the users 
of this class of cotton cloths, such as 
waitings, shirtings or suitings, would 
ever consider when buying the cloth, 
or Its made-up article, that they were 
buying a luxury In any sens©. This 
pampering of a branch of an Industry 
Is but another step In the direction of 
artificially high prices which are being 
promoted In the nccossarles of life. It 
might be excused If, In effect, addi¬ 
tional revenues would be raised, but 
the advances aro so prohibitory the 
effect wfil be a lessened revenue. If 
anything." 

• • * 

Mann's Letter To Mahone. 


The sensation caused In Virginia by 
the syjbllcatlon of Judge Mann's letter 
to the late Senator Mahone is easily 
understood, and may lead to the nomi¬ 
nation of Harry St. George Tucker, 
Judge Mann's rival for the guberna¬ 
torial nomination. 

Virginia was In a state of worse than 
civil war for yeare during the read¬ 
justs period. On one occasion, fol¬ 
lowing the arrest of a white woman by 
a negro policeman, there was a great 
riot In Norfolk. In which twenty-three 
colored men were killed. Smaller mas¬ 
sacres of blacks occurred Irv many 
places. Lynching* wefe frequent. It 
was a war of races, with many other 
complications Involved. No State saw 
suen a terrible experience, even In the 
Ku-Klux days. It was worse than the 
worn the Reconstruction inflicted on 
any Southern 8tat«. 

• • • 

Brings Back Better Days. 


When It was over, and Mahone had 
b**©n forever retired and the State’s 
honor redeemed, everybody who had 
been affiliated with the readjuster 
movement fell Into disrepute. That Is 
why the publication of the Mann let¬ 
ters to Mahone has caused such a sen¬ 
sation. All the latent hatreds of a gen¬ 
eration ago have been reawakened by 
the proof that Mann was a supporter 
of the readjuater leader. Judge Mann 
Is likely to lose the support of various 
Rep resen fat Ives and of 8enator Martin 
because of their fear to stand behind 
him In face of these exposures. If Sen¬ 
ator Martin remains loyal to Mann, It 
Is declared he will have a harder light 
than ever for re-election.

Omission An Oversight. 

The omission of the amendment re¬ 
moving the tax on leuf tobacco in the 
hands of the grower, of the provision 
exempting farmers from keeping mem¬ 
oranda of solc8 when they do not ex¬ 
ceed ten pounds, is clearly an over¬ 
sight. and. It Is expected, will be cor¬ 
rected by the Conference Committee. 
The discovery by Representatlw Ben 
Johnson of the elimination of this fea¬ 
ture resulted to-day In a number of 
the tobacco Congressmen calli ng the 
matter to the attention of the oonirrees. 
It Is presumed, of course, that Senator 
Aldrich will make no objection to the 
correction. 

The Rhode Island Senator at first in¬ 
sisted that ull sales under five pounds 
should be reported by the grower. Sen¬ 
ator Bradley was greatly opposed to 
the keeping of any memoranda by any 
farmer, and thought In any event the 
limit should be twenty-five pound*. A 
compromise at ten pounds w.it finally 
agreed upon, but in preparing the 
amendment the matter w.ia simply 
overlooked.

Record Tobacco Acreage. 


A statement Issued by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture to-day pays the 
acreage of tobacco In the Burley d s- 
trict Is the largest ever planted. In the 
dark districts cf Kentucky and Tennes¬ 
see the are a was reduced about 17 p*-r 
cent, because of the scarcity of plant* 
and low prices received for the lad 
crop. The present condition tndlcucs 
a good crop. In the Henderson dis¬ 
trict the acreage planted In 14 p t -r cent 
larger than last year. The prtw-peot Is 
for one of the largest and best crop * 
ever produced. In the upper Gr.t'i 
River district the area shows a 15 p»»r 
cent. Increase. Th** condition is not 
satisfactory on account of rain In th*- 
upper Cumberland district the acreage 
is 12 per cent, larger than last year, 
but on account of rain the crop is not 
good. In the Clarksville and Hopkins¬ 
ville district the acreage planted Is 8 
per cent smaller than last year. A 
good crop ts expected to be made.

Some of the members of 
the American Society of Equity who 
were also members of tho Burley To¬ 
bacco Society, are opposed to th*.- pres¬ 
ent plan of the Burley Society, but 
when they fully understand what the 
Burley movement moans to them, we 
believe they will fall Into line."

Prof. Clark Talk*. 


Prof. J. D. Clark, member of tho 
Fayette County Board of Control, who 
was attending the meeting at Win¬ 
chester. said: 

"The differences between the A. S. of 
E. and the Burley Tobacco Society are 
not soriuus enough to demand the at¬ 
tention they are getting. The purposes 
of the two organizations as far as the 
Burley district Is concerned are the 
same—to get a good price for tobacco. 
The Burley Tobacco Society has put 
out a contract that embodies the ex¬ 
perience of three years* actual work 
and meets wtth tho approval of nearly 
all th* State board. By an oversight 
tho A. S. of E. people, who are not in¬ 
terested In the B. T. a. are trying to 
magnify that into an Intended Insult 
to the parent organization. They will 
not be able to do It. Quito a good many 
people do not approve of all the terms 
of the 1009 contract and among them 
tome of the leader# of the A- 8. of E. 
I understand they are going to present 
a contract to the Burley growers. If 
they present one the growers prefer 
wo wtU adopt It. 

• • • 

Both Working For Same End. 

"What we want is a good price for 
tobacco, and th© surest, quickest way 
to that Is the read we want to take 
There can b© no split between the two 
organizations, for most Burley growers 
belong to both. The method of pooling 
and selling the 1906 and 1907 crops of 
Burley tobacco was worked out by the 
growers of those crops and the method 
of pooling and selling the 1909 crop will 
have to be worked out by the same 
people. 

"The growers are feeling more and 
more the necessity of pooling the enor¬ 
mous crop now growing, and will not 
seriously consider any email quibbles 
that may arise. 

"There are always some people who 
object, and we expect to hear objec¬ 
tion* to any contract that Is put out, 
but we think the present one a good 
one and think the grower who refuses 
to sign it will make a mistake." 

• • • 

Little Friction Prevail*. 


Strowder* Goff, secretary of the 
Clark county board, said that he did 
not think that there was much In It 
and that It would soon "blow over." 

A. L Ferguson, secretary cf the Scott 
county board, talked freely on the mat¬ 
ter. He said that in a recent conversa¬ 
tion with Mr. ('antrill Mr. Cantrlll had 
said that he did not think that the 
majority of the growers understood the 
pledge, and that as long as they were 
Ignorant of its meaning it was Impos¬ 
sible to try to Induce them to take 
the pledge. Concerning the $3,500 paid 
to Mr. Cantrill. Mr. Ferguson says Jhat 
he did not think Mr. Cantrlll had ever 
asked for a salary and that he does not 
believe that he has ever received any 
pay.

Mr. Cantrill'* Service*. 

John Brown, member of the district 
board from Shelby county, said: "The 
statement In some of the papers that 
J. Campbell Cantrlll had put In a hill 
for $6,500 for his services to the Burley 
Society. Is misleading As a member of 
the executive board I was present and 
voted for the allowance of $3,500 mad* 
him, and In doing so had no Informa- 
tlon that Mr Cantrlll asked any par¬ 
ticular amount for hi* service*, but. on 
the contrary, had the impression thut 
Mr. Cantrill would be satisfied with 
whatever amount the board voted him. 
a* reasonable compensation for hi* 
services. I wa* some time afterwards 
told that Mr. Cantrill had expressed to 
certain members of the hpard his Ideas 
os to what he should receive, hut he did 
not present any bill to the board nor 
demand any specific sum of the so¬ 
ciety." 


NOTHING IN SPLIT STORY. 

Franklin County Member of Burley 
Tobacco Society Talk*. 

Frankfort. Ky., July 14.—[Special.]— 
Loaders of thu Burley Tobacco Society 
In Franklin county are not inclined to 
accept the story that there Is war be¬ 
tween the Burley society and the 
American Society of Equity and say 
the Burley society is so strong that 
there Is no danger of it being ousted. 
They say. too. that there will be a pool 
under the control of the Burley society. 
One of the directors of the Burley so¬ 
ciety. who was here to-day, had the 
following to say concerning the story 
from Lexington that there was trouble 
brewing: 

"There Is nothing In all this alleged 
split and consequent Injury $o the pro¬ 
posed pooling of the crop by the Bur¬ 
ley society this year. Only tobacco 
owners and growers who pool their to¬ 
bacco with the Burley society can be¬ 
come moniber* of that soebty. while 
anyone who wishes may Join the 
American Society of Equity. The 
American Society of Equity wanted the 
Burley society to give It $20,900 to help 
maintain the organization in the Burley 
district, but the Burley people declined, 
and also declined to give $10,000. The 
Burley society won the fight for bet¬ 
ter prices by themselves and they will 
not surrender the credit of the victory 
to anyone else and they will win 
again." _

TO REFUTE CHARGES MADE BY 
SENATOR LA FOLLETTE. 


ALDRICH AND PAYNE WILL 
FIGHT OUT SCHEDULES. 


TAFT TO ACT AS UMPIRE. 


Washington, July 14.—Turning upon 
critic* who hove charged that they are 
revising the tariff upward, members of 
the 8ei ate Finance Committee denied 
to-day that such is the case. A *4 
n-ent was prepared by the committee** 
e>ports aim given out to-i lght by Sen¬ 
ator Smuoi. Commenting upon the 
statements made yesterday and to-day 
by Senator La Follette that the Senate 
bill 1* 6.65 pur oenL above the Dlngley 
law, based upon tho Importation* 
for 1907. Senator Smoot said that It all 
depended on methods of computing. 

• • • 

Comparison With Ding ley Law. 


Taking up the Dlngley low from the 
year of Its passage, Senator Smoot arid 
that average ad valotcms were a* fol¬ 
low*: 

In 1898, they were 48 80; and in 1899 
they were 67.07. In that year, the im¬ 
portations of luxuries were very large 
In tffi' succeeding nine year* from 1900 
to l9os. Inclusive, the average Ad valo- 
r%ms were 49.24; 49.64, 49.78; 49 03; 
48 78; 45.24; 44.16; 42.56 and 42 94. The 
low ad valorem average of 42.55, in 
1907 is explained by the panic and the 
falling off In Importations of luxuries. 
• • • 

Senator Smoot's Figure*. 


Senator Smoot, speaking for the oom- 
mlttee, told that if Schedule "H," com¬ 
prising wine* and spirit*, on which the 
Senate advanced the Dlngley rates very 
materially, were eliminated, the aver¬ 
age ad valorem under the Senate bill 
would be 42.08 per cent. Including 
champagnes and other wine* and spir¬ 
its, he declared, the average ad valorem 
would amount to only 43.41 per cent., 
which is lower than all except the lost 
two years under the Dlngley law. 

• • • 

Lowest Except Wilson Bill. 


It Is pointed out that by eliminating 
the increase* made by the Senate on 
silks, laces, diamonds, automobiles and 
other articles, recognized purely as lux¬ 
uries. the ad valorem average under the 
Senate bill would be less than 40.01 per 
cent. This Is less thAn any tariff bill 
In the last twenty years except In 1S96, 
when the Wllaou bill was In operation. 
In that year, th© ad valorem average 
was declared to be 39.95 per cent. 

The ad valorem average of the bill as 
passed by the Senate on all articles of 
necessity on the dutiable and free lists 
Is given os 15.49 per cent. It is stated 
that practically all of the Senate In¬ 
creases were made on luxuries and that 
the decreases are upon necessities. 

Senator Smoot complained that ar¬ 
ticles transferred from the dutiable list 
to the free list are not taken into con¬ 
sideration by Senate critics in figuring 
ad valorem averages of tb« pending bill. 
Bpe&klng of Senator La Follette’s state¬ 
ment that the Senate bill shows a 5.65 
per cent. Increase over the Dlngley, 
Senator Smoot said: 

"If wc bad put all of the articles now 
on the dutiable list upon the free list, 
with the exception of wines and spirit*, 
the avemg© ad valorem of the Senate 
bill W'ould have been 87.18 per cent. I 
say thin In order to illustrate the un¬ 
fairness of Senator La Follette** meth¬ 
od of arriving at his conclusions." 

• • • 

Taft To Act As Umpire. 


Th© big disputes over the tariff bill 
will bo fought out between 8enator 
Aldrich and Representative Payne, act¬ 
ing for th© House and Senate respect¬ 
ively, with President Taft serving as 
umpire, so as to prevent any drawn 
battlos. This was decided to-day by 
the Conference Committee appointed by 
the two branches of Congress. 

No formal action was had in con¬ 
ference giving to the two leaders spe¬ 
cial Jurisdiction to make up the tariff 
bill, but after an informal discussion 
it was said that such schedules as lumV 
her. coal, hides, oil, Iron ore and similar 
raw materlnls could best be adjusted 
by the two leaders, who knew the tem¬ 
pers of their respective houses con¬ 
cerning these disputes. Of course, any 
decisions reached by Messrs. Aldrich 
and Payne will be reviewed by the 
full conference. 

• • • 

First Real Struggle. 


The first real struggle over the sched¬ 
ules to coine up In th© conference will 
be over cotton goods. It is expected 
to occur to-morrow. The next fight 
will be on the silk schedule. 

President Taft. It is said, was some¬ 
what dubious over the heavy Increase 
mad© by the Senate In the duties on 
champagne and other kinds of wines 
and spirits. The President's concern 
was occasioned by the fear that France, 
which supplies a large proportion of 
th© champagne used in the United 
States, might be affronted by the ad¬ 
vanced rates. In the opinion of the 
Senate conferee*. Importations of 
champagne will not decline under the 
high duties proposed, and the Indica¬ 
tions are that th#» Senate amendments 
will be adopted.

A writer in the 8t. Louis Globe-Dem¬ 
ocrat calls attention to the rapid do 
vekftjtneni of the ooaJ-rnlndng Industry 
In Southern Illinois. "Egypt,” one.' 
looked! upon as the most unpromising 
portion of the State, now Is con.lug rap¬ 
idly to the forq. Iu mineral deposit* 
have ‘attracted the attention of capital. 
DU and big railroad systems are bat¬ 
tling for advantage In pontrolilng the 
output of Its mine*. 

Tho writer of the article In the 
Globe-Domocrut refers to the striking 
growth of same of tho towns In-tho 
coal-mining district as follows: 

The last decade has seen Harri>burg 
grow from a village of 1.000 or more soul* 
lo a thriving Inland city of 12,100. with 
national bank*, handsome bualnrxs blocks, 
beautiful churches «nd paved streets. Her¬ 
rin, laid out l>ui thirteen years «go, Is 
to-day a town of more than 10,000, and 
D *1111 growing at a rat* hard to cone* Ive. 
Marlon ho* sprung from 1,300 to U.00) 
within the same time, while Johnston 
City, once but a prairie site and that 
but a half doxen years ago, Is a thriv¬ 
ing little place of 3.0UU, with it* modern 
conveniences and up-lo-dole structure* 
equal to the pr.de of many a larger town. 
Bc-nton. which Is the county capital of 
Franklin, and once ruled the ooun;ry 
round with the majesty of 1.000 residents, 
la now* a busy place of 8,000. with the 
end not yet” 

Fivu years ago tho total capital pf 
the banks in four counties was 1630.- 
000, with deposits of less than $225,000. 
To-day, It Is stated, the capital of the 
bank*, which have grown from lev 
than a score to nearly thneo tlmos that 
number, Is $1,800,000, with surplus of 
$550,000 and deposits In excess of 
$5,000,000. In tho meantime the* 
towns hare grown, struggling formers 
have become wealthy and millions of 
dollar* have been expended in public 
and private improvement. From u 
peaceful bucolic region the entire coun¬ 
try has been transformed Into a mve 
of Industry. New railroads and Inter, 
urban lines are projected and there is 
prosperity on every hand. 

It may be remarked In this connec¬ 
tion tl at the town of Herrin, men¬ 
tioned In the foregoing extra*. Is th* 
point from which James J. Hill is said 
to be preparing to extend the Burling 
ton, by way of Paducah, to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

The rapid development of the four 
counties, Williamson, Fmnklln, Sallnt* 
and Jackson, with which the Glob#. 
Democrat article deals, is an Interest¬ 
ing exhibit of tbe possibilities of any 
region that Is ilch In mineral resources. 
There are undeveloped sections of Ken¬ 
tucky that will have such experiences 
with the crmlng of new rallroids and 
larger capital. Meantime, a* "Egypt” 
is a next-door neighbor and a contrib¬ 
utor In no small degree to Kentucky's 
prosperity, it Is*pl<A*lng to know that 
Southern Illinois la doing some pioc- 
inuking in the way of material prog¬ 
ress. 


Beautifying Cities. 

The "city beautiful” is receiving at¬ 
tention In a nuiflber of American mu¬ 
nicipalities. In the large majority of 
them little heed ha* been given to 
bcuullficAtlafi. While there are many 
beautiful towns and citle* In this coun¬ 
try this is due mostly to natural loca¬ 
tion and Individual effort nnd not to 
any systematic scheme of Improvement. 

Park commissioners have done much 
for the appearance of many cities, but 
they cannot do everything that is de¬ 
sirable. In New York and Chicago 
thers are well-defined movements with 
a view to relieving future congestion 
of population and making addition* to lhlMU , 


example, to the appearance of Louis¬ 
ville. In many Louisville thorough¬ 
fares several different kinds of material 
are used In the course of a few blocks*. 
This lends nothing to the beauty of the 
street* or to the pleasure of traveling 
over them. While It is uoi practicable tu 
rectify a defect like this in short or¬ 
der it could be guarded against In fu¬ 
ture construction. 

It costs a lurge amount of money 
to make a "city beautiful.” as in the 
caret* of Paris and Berlin and Wash¬ 
ington. In all the** citle* untold mil¬ 
lion* have been expended for beau till-! 
cation. While it Is not possible for 
many municipalities to spend such 
enormous amounts all towns can ami 
*M.uId do something to insure future 
growth along more symmetrical lines.

Our Latin-American Trade. 
Following up D* fdinlraibk* letter of 
December 14, 1808, on the inters** of 
the South In the expansion of our ex¬ 
port trade with tho Latin-American 
countries, Mr. Finley; President of the 
Southern Railway, renews his urgency 
touching the importance of direct, and 
rvguDr steamship communication be¬ 
tween th* .SouUi Atlantic and. Gulf porta 
and those countries. Too much atten¬ 
tion can not be given to thD matter. 
Wo -m ad to get a move on. 

if the products of the Southern States 
gro to be sold In Mcxflso. Central and 
South America, and the West India Is¬ 
lands, they must be carried to those 
Regions. Mexico is the only country 
with which we have railway communi¬ 
cation. and to a grewt part of that 
country, especially from our territory 
South of the Ohio and Potomac Rivers 
and East of the Mississippi, traffic c&n 
be moved efficiently by water as well a* 
by rail. There are direct and regular 
lln*a from some of the South Atlantic 
and Gulf ports to some of the Mexican 
Central American, and Weal Indian 
)K>rts. . Th*rt* arc no such linos to any 
South American port. New York D the 
only port on our Atlantic coast from 
which there ore regular steamship sail¬ 
ings to ports south of Venezuela. There 
arc four regular steamers per month 
from New York to Braxll; seven to the 
River P>rta. and three or four to the 
West coast, making a total of seventeen 
or eighteen. "From European ports, Mr. 
Finley Ulla us. there are fourteen to 
Brasil; eighteen to th© River Plata, and 
three to the West coast, or a total of 
thirty-(tv©. The inferiority of th© serv¬ 
ice from the United 8Late* is even 
greater than la indicated by the com* 
pamtivo number of sailings, os the 
steamer* from European ports are gen¬ 
erally foster and have mipcrlor pas¬ 
senger accommodations. 

From our South Atlantic and Gulf 
port* -thero Is occasional communica¬ 
tion by tramp steamers With ports 
South of Venezuela, but as a rule such 
of the products of the Southern State* 
a* find their way into the markets of 
South America are sent through North¬ 
ern ports. In fact, a considerable 
proportion of the exports from tbe 
United States to the East coast of South 
America, South of Para, Brasil, go 
from New York across th© Atlantic to 
Europe, and across the Atlantic again 
to South America. At least 50 per o©nt 
of the American hams sold In Brasil 
aro shipped b| f way of England, and 
considerable proportions of other kinds 
of traffic move by the sama route. This 
D shameful and it ought to be amended. 

If our merchants and manufacturer* 
would devote sufficient attention to cul¬ 
tivating Latin - American trade, and 
would develop a sufficient volume of 
lroilic, there would be no difficulty 
about securing adequate transportation 
faculties. There are numbers of tramp 
steamers comaantly looking for traf 
lie wherever It is to be found, and any 
shipper in any American port, who had 
a full cargo for South America, would 
hav© little dlfflcuhy in finding a ship 
to carry 1L The difficulty la that our 
merchants and manufacturers, In their 
efforts to build up trade with th© 
Latin-American countries, com© Into 
competition with European rivals who 
are served by regular lines of steamer*, 
vkssols from the®* countries sail on reg¬ 
ular schedule*. The South American 
merchant ordering goods In Liverpool 
by moil know* when his order will be 
received, by what steamer it will be 
shipped, and Just when n© may expect 
It to urrive. If he sent hi* order to 
the United State®, unless It was from 
one of the . comparatively faw point* 
having regular anlUngs, be could liav© 
no Idea when It would be received by 
the American shlpprr or when the good* 
would-be shipped. Therefore, while 
Is tru© that, after trade has once been 
developed, there would be no difficulty 
In obtaining all the *h.ps needed to car¬ 
ry It. the difficulty of building up such 
a trade Is grteJly increased by lack 
of direct and regular steamers carrying 
the mails and passengers a* well 
freight. 

Mr. Finley marks that there are dif¬ 
ferences of opinion as to the methods 
which should b© adopted for the Im¬ 
provement of our steamship oommunl 
cation with the LntIn-Amerlcan coun¬ 
tries. H© thinks, however, that we can 
all agree In case w© are to realize the 
full benefits of our geographical reia* 
lion to thoee markets and of the de¬ 
mand which exists In them for good* 
which we produce, that something prar 
tlcul must be done to secure the estab¬ 
lishment of regular steamship line* 
It Is ao manifestly to the interest of our 
section that all Southern products 
•hipped to those countries should go 
through Southern ports, that, not only 
engugod In bmflnrsn at those 


Panama railway*. He also emphasize* 
that tills advantage with reepect to the 
West coast porta will be greatly In¬ 
creased on the completion of the Pan¬ 
ama Canal, and it l* Important that the 
people of our section should be pre¬ 
pared to make the most effective as • 
of that waterway. 

<Jh-»rt of any ship subsidies, to which 
we nro unalterably opposed, the 
Courier-Journal will support any and 
every proposition looking to and aimed 
at by Mr. Finley, whose general state¬ 
ment we have her© summarized, and 
• believe they can be achieved

suit of his I2-year-old son, who went to 
Fort Myvr to see the aeroplane fly and 
did not return. Explaining lo the Presi¬ 
dent the presence of the youthful Davis 
In the city, the flenator says to the Preai- 
ident: 

” *On th© evening of the dinner I allow¬ 
ed iym to go to Fort Mycr with a little 
companion to see the airship. He did not 
Return until such a late hour that 1 be¬ 
came very much alarmed about him and 
wont to look for him. 1 did not return 
until It was too late to be present In obe¬ 
dience to your kind Invitation.' 

**Ttre Senator states further that his let¬ 
ter owes tie origin to newspaper critlehm.s. 
and be says he writes In the fear that 
some of thee© foil within the President's 
observation. He says he does not wont 
to be considered rude.” # 

Verily, thero D nothing like a few 
season* in Washington to ’soften the 
rude and calm the boisterous minds.'* 
A session or two In the somnolent old 
Senate draw* nil the fire and rancor 
from th© most raucous-voicqd trust* 
butttcr t\ho ever took on oratorical 
whack at the good eye of the octopus, 
or rammed a metaphorical pitchfork 
into th© vitals of the opposition. Th© 
statesman who goes to the national 
Capital to "cat ’em allvo” usually finds 
oat rather early In tho game that he 
ha* undertaken a contract too largo for 
his appetite and digestion. After a few 
Aery speeches for home consumption he 
settle* down to ai period of silence and 
reflection and In time becomes senator, 
tally civilised and thoroughly tame. 

It will b 0 a surprise, ho doubt, to 
some of Senator Davis' constituents 
that ho takes so much p&lne to avoid 
being considered rude to a President of 
the opposition party. From his past 
record they might reasonably infer that 
he would reject a White House Invi¬ 
tation with scorn; that he would shake 
hi* fist at the President'* myrmidon* 
and satellite* In the familiar style In 
which he I* wont to menace the rival 
candidate In Arkansas; that he would 
refuse to darken the White House door 
or. for nny consideration, be caught 
in the company of a Republic¬ 
an President.

It may strike the contemplative mind 
with a degree of wonder that Lh© city au¬ 
thorities of Nashville, & "dry” town, ar© 
proceeding according to ih© strict letter 
of th© law to collect liquor llcens© fe©s. 
Such, howevor. Is the case. Th© city legal 
department has advised Charles W. Long- 
hurst, City Marshal, that It Is his duty 
to'collect from thos© concerns that are 
allowed, under the State-wld© law, to 
make sales until January 1, 1910. There 
Is due the city from every one of these 
the Bum of 1260. one-half the amount of 
th© yearly licensing fee. the period from 
July 1 to January 1 covering sis months. 

Probably the most Interesting phase of 
the collection of liquor lioenee under the 
State-wide law is that bootleggers, men 
yrho vend liquors In flagrant violation of 
the State statute, ar© liable to th© city 
tor Ucmee The Supreme Court has held 
that the fact of a sale of liquor being 
illegal does not Interfere tn any way with 
the right of the city to collect a license 
fee from the vendor Mayor and 

City Marshal are agreed that, in the event 
of arrests and convictions of Illegal 
selling, th© city will proceed to collect lu 
fee 

Another Interesting feature la that the 
license law’ applies to druggists selling 
whisky only on physicians’ preacrlptlorui 
It Is held that, under the revenue bill 
passed by the last Legislature and the 
privilege tax ordinance recently pa seed 
by the City Council, every druggist so 
selling whisky must pay In license ©urn© 
aggregating II.BOO. The effect of this 
will ba. It Is understood, that very few. 
If any. druggists will continue to sell 
liquor on pr ©script tons. Profits from such 
sales would be ao meager that payment 
of $1,500 for the privilege would mean. In 
most Instances, a net loss to the druggist.

IN THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


If a decision handed down by Judge 
Shackelford Miller yesterday stands ths 
test of the higher courts the strongest 
arm of the police In the matter of dis¬ 
posing of undesirables in the floating 
population Is badly crippled. This de¬ 
cision Is to the effect that so much of 
the city’s antl-loltcrlng ordinance as 
attempts to authorise the Police Court 
to bond those convicted of loitering to 
behave themselves for a specified time 
It Invalid. V 

Judge Miller siO'k that the statutes 
are cl«ur on the subject, that the City 
Council may make law’s providing for 
the punishment of such offenses as are 
not looked after by the general statutes, 
ft la specifically provided that the city 
may exact a bond for good conduct on 
conviction to the charges of drunken¬ 
ness and disorderly conduct and anoth 
*r statute enables the city to assess 
Anas of not exceeding J50 on eonvlc 
tlon to othfr offenses at a trial without 
a Jury, unless such Is walvad. 

The decision comes In the cose of 
James Burke against Georg© Y*-ager, 
superintendent of the workhouse. Burke 
asked and yesterday afternoon was 
granted a writ of habeas corpus ad¬ 
dressed to Yeager to secure hls release 
from the workhouse. He was arrested 
on July 3 op tho charge of loitering 
and later convicted in the Police Court, 
fined 330 and put under a real estate

ROOSEVELT PARTY SPENDS 
NIGHT WITHOUT WATER. 


Naivoaha, British East Africa. July 
14.—The members of the Roosevelt 
party are active In their search for 
game In the vicinity of Lake Xalvashu. 
Monday and Tuesday of this wt«©k the 
party w-ere on tho march from dswn 
until after nightfall. At tho end of the 
first day, the pool that had been th© 
objective was found to have ilri«»d up 
and the party had consequently to 
spend the night In a waterless camp.

The flrwt witness was Dr. Thomas 
Satterwhite, who was acting Jail phy¬ 
sician at the tlmo Rice wa* a prk*on«r 
at the county Jail. He stated that he 
saw Rio© Tuesday afternoon lying un¬ 
conscious on the floor of hls cell. 

"I returned later," he sold, "and 
found film standing up shaking the 
bars. At about 9 o'clock a woman 
called me up and asked If Rice could 
be removed to a sanitarium. I then 
telephoned to Judge McGee When I 
attended Rice I pruaoribed the usual 
medicine, which Is called a 'shake' 
about the Jail, that Dr. Garvin, the reg¬ 
ular physician, gives In such casus. 

"That evening I was coiled lo the 
Jail uDon another case and was accom¬ 
panied by Dr. John B. PdoiianJiion. We 
attended the patient and wure coming 
out when 1 saw Dr. Minor and taro or 
three others corning out with Rioe. I 
heard Dr. Minor ask Hie* something, 
but I didn't hoar him respond." 

Dr. Satterwhite was of the opinion 
that th« Jail was no place for a inan 
who was suffering from delirium tre¬ 
mens. He said that when Rice was 
being carried out he was limp, and that 
the patient made no effort to struggle. 

Dr. Richardson corroborated the tes¬ 
timony of Dr. Satterwhite, and stated 
that when he saw Rioe the man was 
standing at the bars of hls cell, talk¬ 
ing Incoherently. Dr. Rlchardaon tes¬ 
tified that apparently Rice was uncon¬ 
scious when carried through the corri¬ 
dor and offered no resistance. 

Herman Frederick Monroe, Jailer fit 
Jefferson county, asked Dr. Richardson 
If he didn’t see Rice make a motion to 
free himself when the Latter was car¬ 
ried out. The witness vud ho did not.

Had Been Drinking Hard- 

Dr. Andrew Bargent told of the con¬ 
dition of Riee when he came Into hls 
office at the Prospect Hotel on July 3. 

"I believe he had been drinking 
hard.” said Dr Sargetit. "and a man In 
hls condition should have kon sent to 
a hospital Instead of a Jjii. When I 
saw Rice he ws* exdnd. and told m© 
that he had been robbed, and thit 
thieves were coming Into hls room by 
way of the flrs escape " 

The gext witness caflod wu* *Dr. O. 
Raymond Minor, who. following ths 
death of Rice, charged gross it •-gleet 
upon the part of Uu? authorities at *be 
jail Dr Minor iHm requeued to g * 
to the Jnll and remove a prla n^ir who. 
It was wild, was extremely nervous, to 
the Parkland Inflrmary. 

"Accompanied by 'my brother," hs 
testified. "1 reached the jail at about 
10:05 o'clock in the evening. Wo were 
shown to cell No. 17. which was so 
dark we couldn't toe. One of tho guard* 
lit a match, which revealed Rlc. tylne 
cn the floor and unconsdoup. He dia 
not struggle nor throw hls arms In any 
way. W© carried Rice to the carriage, 
and when we, reached Eleventh nnd 
Walnut streets respiration ceased. Th* 
carriage was driven to the infirmary, 
where I called the Coroner. When Dr 
L. W Blanton, the Deputy Coroner, 
and myself held a post-mortem exam¬ 
ination we found thntah'nrh wns caused 
by a fracture of Che ffdrd cervical ver¬ 
tebra. A contusion nnd n flight 
predion also was found on the back 
of Rice’s head, near the rlgti ear 
Blood flowed freely from this wound, 
but how It or the fmcllire of the neck 
was received I do not know."

FALLS ACROSS NETWORK 

OF LIVE WIRES AND DIES. 


John Bacon Ones Lived In Louisville 
and Waa Employed By Home 
Telephone Company. 


Word has been received here of th* 
death by contact with a live wire of 
John Bacon, formerly employed by tho 
Louisvlllr Home Telephone Company, 
and for the* last five years a foreman jfi 
the construction department of the In¬ 
dianapolis Homo Telephone Company. 

Recording to Information received 
here, Bacon, while working on th* top 
of a telephone pole, lost hu bslsncc 
and fell upon the network of live wires, 
being almost instantly killed by th» 
heavy charge of electricity. 

Bacon came to Louisville from 
Owensboro, and worked for the local 
telephone company as foreman about 
three year*.

VON BUELOW SUCCEEDED BY 
BETHKANN HOLLWEG. 


POLITICAL ASPECT IMPORTANT 


RETIRING IMPERIAL CHANCELLOR OF GERMANY 


Berlin. July 14.—Prince von Buelow, 
Chancellor of th© Empire, retired from 
office to-day and »».« ©acceded by Dr. 
vfcn Bethmftnn-Kollwoflr Tb© latter 
was succeeded by Herr Delbrucck as 
Minister of the Interior and Vice Chan¬ 
cellor: Herr Sydow. Secretary uf the 
Imperial Treasury, has been appointed 
to the Department of Commerce, while 
Herr Wermtith. under Secretary for the 
Interior, la the new Secretary of the 
Treaaurv. Herr von Trott zu Solz, 
President of the Province of Branden¬ 
burg. succeeds Ludwig Holle, Prussian 
Minister of Public Instruction, who has 
retired owing to Ill-health. Various 
other minor changes have been made 
i fter conferences which the Emperor 
had with his ministerial advisors. 

The Emperor, departing from all 
court traditions, transacted the busi¬ 
ness pertaining to the change of Chan¬ 
cellors with the broadest publicity dur¬ 
ing three hours for all Berlin to ace. 
Ills majesty received Prince von Bue- 
low upon a small garden terrace be¬ 
tween the palace and an arm of the 
Spree in view of a great crowd of spec¬ 
tators. who had gathered on Electors' 
bridge, some fifty or sixty yards away, 
and In BurgetruKHO, on the other side 
of the narrow stream. 

• • • 

Emperor Embraces the Prince* 

About 10 o’clock In the morning the 
Emperor appeared on the terrace, walk¬ 
ing alone lie stopjwd now and then 
to watch the play of an Italian foun¬ 
tain, a souvenir of one of his Medlter- 
rnnean cruises. Shortly a servant an¬ 
nounced Prince von Buclow. The Em¬ 
peror greeted him warmly and together 
they promenaded the lawn. The Em¬ 
peror. who w*iro an admiral's uniform, 
several times took off his cap and 
waved It. After twenty minutes, his 
majesty, screened from the public be¬ 
hind the thick shrubbery, embraced the 
Princ© and waved his hand affection¬ 
ately as the latter withdrew. 

X>T. von Bethmann-IIollwog then ap¬ 
peared. The Emperor walked and talk¬ 
ed with him for half an hour, gesticu¬ 
lating frequently and In an animated 
tmy. Later his majesty received In au¬ 
dience several members of the Fed¬ 
eral Council from the kingdoms of Ba¬ 
varia. Wurtemburg and Saxony, and 
Informed them of the change in Chan¬ 
cellors. Finally, he received together 
Herr Delbrucck. of the Interior Depart, 
moot; Herr Sydow. .Secretary of the Im. 
portal Treasury; Herr Wermuth and 
Herr von Trott zu Solz. who stood In a 
row with their hands behind their 
backs listening to the Emperor's re¬ 
marks.

'After the departure of th* Ministers, 
the Empress and Princess Victoria. 
Joined the Emperor and they lunched 
together In & tent. The Empress and 
1 he Princess had previously called upon 
Princess von Buclow. 

The Emperor presented the retiring

Fogle set In diamonds, and with It a 
cordial letter, which he published In the 
official gazette, expressing his majesty's 
reluctance In parting with his Chancel¬ 
lor. and subscribing himself “your 
grateful servant." 

The political aspects of tho change 
are Important. Prince von Buelow Is 
the first Gorman Chancellor who has 
been compelled to leave office because 
of an advene Parliamentary majority.

The change to-day is regarded by the 
Litorals, as a long step toward Minis¬ 
terial responsibility to the Reichstag.

They are in co¬ 
operation with eighteen Polish mem¬ 
bers. whos^* policy is opposition to all 
Governments, and were able to defeat 
Chancellor von Buelow's finance meas¬ 
ure by 3 votes. The Chancellor could 
have remained In office had he accept¬ 
ed the coalition's flnonce bill, with the 
direct legacy duties eliminated, but he 
;hose rather to retire.

Jeffries, who 
Is in Toronto, aald he had no comment 
to make except that he would be ready 
to flght the negro at the appo.ted time. 
Sam Berger, who is Jefferies’ manager, as 
well as his spurring partner, said that 
Johnson would probabty not be on hand 
When they reached Chicago. 

Jeffrie* Is very much annoyed at the 
statement that lie does not Intend to 
fight Johnson, but that lie Is Just hold¬ 
ing It up os a bolt to catch the public 
during his thsatrtonl tour. *TH flgnt 
him," he said, "and It won’t bo any 
Tommy Bums that he'll fight In tho 
ring. Bums a^-hampton? Well, he was 
a good, fast little boxer, but no match 
|pr a big man. He was only a middle¬ 
weight and I think i know severe In 
that class who would beat Tommy. Jack 
(Twin) Sullivan trimmed him twice. Bill 
Squires had him beaten but did not know 
It. Squires copped him on the Jaw and 
Tommy hung on to keep from being 
knoi ke«j out If Squires had’ known 
enough, he oould have put him away 


then. Bums only bad one hand. He 
oould not punch with his right If you 
paid him for It. To be s tighter you

"Who is the champion? Well. I can't 
be blamed for claiming the title 1 take It 
that a championship is s recognition of 
supreme ability—a reward of merit. I won 
the championship from all comers and 
my four veers’ retirement was due to 
the fact that there was nobody to fight. 
1 could not get anybody to give me a 
battle, so I turned to other lines of en¬ 
deavor. 

"That was a fake story that 1 gave 
the title to Marvin Hart when I retired 
from the rtng. It's absurd on the face 
of It. How could 1 pick ray successor? 
By what right would I be the Judge of 
who was tin* next best fighter? 1 could 
not give the title even If I wanted to, and 
what's more, I did not. The story was 
spread broadcast at the time under flar¬ 
ing hoodJlB'-s and my denial was printed 
In small typo In obiwrar© corners.

APISON, 'jvia, July H—Path¬ 
finder L>4n Lewis arrived In 
Madison at 2:09 o'clock this 
afternoon, and the first con¬ 
testing car to check was No. 4 Marmond.

Lewis at 3:10. The thirty other cars ar¬ 
rived at Intervals of from fifteen seconds 
to a minute and a half. This evening a 
reception was held under the auspice* of 
the Mudlson Auto Club. 

The ride of 175.2 miles from Chicago 
was run ahead of the time limit, with only 
heat and dust to annoy the riders. The 
same condition has prevailed since the 
tour started. Mr. Gtidden fears the trip 
to-morrow to Lacrosse will not be auspi¬ 
cious, because the Weather Bureau ha* 
announced rain, and the roads are said to 
be fulrty rough In the present condition. 

Only one unfortunate Incident has thus 
for taken place during the tour. Car 110. 
McIntyre, driven by FYank Goodwin, and 
also occupied by sn extra observer. A. O. 
Janlsse. appointed si Detroit, was delayed 
the day before entering Chicago tn a vil¬ 
lage blacksmith shop for about three 


hours and felled to check In on time In 
Chicago. In fact, that car was loat track 
of until to-day when 72.2 miles of to¬ 
day's run were covered. The car was 
badly disabled at 11:68 by an accident 6 6 
miles north of Racine by being thrown 
Into a ditch. 

According to the story told by Janlste, 
who was brought to Madison In 14 Glide, 
the driver, Goodwin, had piloted the car 
within the Interurban tracks out of Ra¬ 
cine, and as he was starting to turn out 
to avoid a switch the tire of the right 
front wheel became wedged between the 
rail and guard roll. The momentum of 
decrease In speed hurled the car forward 
nnd sidewards into a rather steep decliv¬ 
ity. where tall grass obscured the car. 
Janlsec had his back badly wrenched In 
the ordeal, but Goodwin escaped unhurt. 
The car * right front wheel wns entirely 
demolished Consequently It Is out of the 
running. After being repaired, the Mc¬ 
Intyre will continue the tour os a non- 
contestant.

Havana. July 14.—Great Irritation is 
expressed by a majority of the Havana 
newspapers at the action of the United 
States Government relative to the dis¬ 
missal of James Page, an American citi¬ 
zen. chief englVieer of construction on 
the Clenfuogos waterworks and sewer¬ 
age system under the H. J. Redlly con¬ 
tract. Page was recently notified of his 
discharge by the Secretary of Public 
Works, Senor Lagueruela, against 
which action a protest has be«eri made 
by the American Minister, Edwin D. 
Morgan, in accordance with the Instruc¬ 
tions from Washington. The newspa¬ 
pers gem*rally announce Mr. Morgan's 
entry Into the controversy as unwar¬ 
rantable Interference In the Internal af¬ 
fairs of Cuba. 

El Trlunoo. the organ of the Admin¬ 
istration. declare** that no protest has 
been madtj by the American Minister, 
who has merely requested, as a persona! 
frl?nd of Mr. Page, that the order of 
discharge be rescinded. Sen or Castel¬ 
lanos, the presidential secretary, denies 
that any diplomatic protest has been re¬ 
ceived. He promised to furnish sn offi¬ 
cial statement to-night defining the at¬ 
titude of the Cuban Government, but 
this he failed bo do. 

Despite these denials and the refusal 
of Mr Morgan to discuss the matter. It 
la knowri positively that the American 
Minister personally addressed protests 
against the dismissal of Page to the 
Secretaries of State and Public Works, 
and ha* also cabled a protest to Presi¬ 
dent Gomex. who Is now at Ms summer 
home- at Cayo CHsto. to which a reply 
Is expected to-morrow. 

Mi. Morgan's protest Is based on the 
terms of a contract nnd the decree of 
Gov Magoon appointing Page as chief 
engineer September 10, 1908, both of 
which declared thiy h« should retain 
that office until the completion of the 
work, and was onfr removable by pres¬ 
idential order, for cAuse. after a public 
hearing of the charges. 

Secretary Lagueruela admits that Mr 
Page's work is satisfactory and. so far 
as can be learned, he only desires Mr 
Page's removal to make place for a 
Cuban. Excitement over this affair has 
been Intensified by Its following close¬ 
ly upon the protests of the United 
States Government relative to the arms 
contract and the exchange of the ar¬ 
senal for railway property on the Prado 
The newspapers claim that this Is in¬ 
dicative of the policy of the new 
American administration to enforce the 
provisions of the Platt amendment to 
the extent of Interfering on the slight¬ 
est pretext in the Internal uffairs of 
Cuba.

BREWERY STOCKHOLDERS 
WOULD TRANSFER SUIT. 


Motion Filed At Memphis Asks That 
Order of Removal Be En¬ 
tered At Once.

Memphis, Ttnn., July 14.—An Imme¬ 
diate transfer of the so-called "brewers' 
suit," filed by certain stockholders of the 
Tennessee Brewing Company, in chan¬ 
cery. seeking to restrain the enforcement 
of the recently effective Btate-wlde pro¬ 
hibition laws so far as the brewing com¬ 
pany mentioned Is concerned, from the 
StAte to the Federal Courts Is asked tn 
a motion filed with the Clerk nnd Mas¬ 
ter in Chancery hero late to-day. In that 
those seeking the transfer of the Issue 
are State and city officials, named as de¬ 
fendants In the original petition. James 

\ Malone Mayor of Memphis; W. C. 

avis. Chief of Police; F. L. Monteverde, 
sheriff, and H. N. Estes. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. the procedure is considered rather 
unusual. 

The petition asking removal is brief 
and sets forth mainly that the complaint 
In itself Invokes Federal Jurisdiction In 
that It Is asserted that the laws are In 
violation of the Fourteenth Amendment 
to tho United States Constitution. 

The Injunction proceedings were Insti¬ 
tuted by stockholders of the brewing 
company the day preceding the going 
Into effect of the statutory prohibition 
enactments and a temporary- order Issued 
restrained the enforcement of what are 
designated as the sales and munufac- 
turertt* acts, as woll as restraining ihs 
president of the concern from an ex¬ 
pressed determination to discontinue the 
manufacture of alcoholto drinks. The 
suit is taken os a general test of the pro¬ 
visions of the temperance laws and, at 
the time of the filing of the suit. It was 
declared that the United States Supreme 
Cpurt would be finally* asked to pass on 
the contentions os to (ft# constitutionality 
of the enactments. Iti chancery the suit 
was sot for hearing ol July 2»‘ It is de¬ 
clared that to-dny f * motion will be fol¬ 
lowed by a direct plea in the Federal 
Court asking that Jurisdiction be taken.

SIX WOUNDED 


STRIKERS AND SHERIFFS CLASH 
AT M’KEES ROCKS, PA. 


Change In the System of Pay Causes 
Hglf of Steel Car Company's 
Men To Quit 


Pittsburg. Pa., July 14 —Six wound¬ 
ed, two fatally, and fifteen seriously In¬ 
jured by flying bricks, iron, slag and 
t. 's, sums up the result of the first 
day's "surprise strike" by the men em¬ 
ployed In the Pressed Steel Car Com¬ 
pany's plant at McKees Rocks to-day 
The rioting, starting shortly after noon 
and continuing until late to-night, came 
without much apparent reason or prep¬ 
aration. The striking men. composing 
for the greater part the foreign element 
of McKees Rocks, say that since a 
pooling system of pay has been intro¬ 
duced they have been receiving less 
pay for the some number of hours they 
worked previous to the change. 

On the other hand, the Pressed Steel 
Car Company officials say they are 
paying higher wages than before the 
pool system was In effect, and are will¬ 
ing to open their books for public In¬ 
spection to prove their assertions.

Not Members of Union. 


The men employed by the Pressed 
Steel Car Company are not member# of 
any particular union or organisation, 
and their strike does not In any way 
uffect the unions here. 

With the arrival of State constabu¬ 
lary late to-night and the additional 
force of deputies now on the ground, 
the authorities befie%*o they* have the 
situation w’ell In Imnd and are able to 
cope with any emergency. 

To-night the company attempted to 
bring a number of strikebreakers by 
steamer to the works, but the rioters 
lined the banks of the river armed 
with bricks, slag end revolvers. Their 
fusillade was returned by Sheriffs on the 
boat, but the landing of the men was 
prevented.

He Is confident 
the Democrats will win in November, if 
they put up a good ticket and the cam¬ 
paign is based on the aboNtkm of use¬ 
less offices and the reduction of mu¬ 
nicipal expenses. 

Hospitals Crowded. 

AdAm Helmberger, of New' Albany, 
trustee of the Central Hospital for the 
Insane at Indianapolis, say* the rea¬ 
son Insane pevsona in Central and 
Southern Indiana are not sent more 
promptly to the asylum and are often 
detained In county jails for weeks for 
safe keeping, Is because of tho over¬ 
crowded condition of the Central 
Asylum, There are now 2,020 patients 
enrolled there; 178 on furlough and 
L824 remaining. The normal capacity 
of the hospital is L505 and the forced 
capacity L748 beds. This shows that 
there are 415 more patients than the 
normal capacity and 272 more than the 
forced capacity. A large number are 
peeping on mattresses where floor 
space can be found. These conditions 
will not be permanently relieved for 
about a year until the new osvlum. 
now In course of erection at Mndlson. 
la finished. Although overcrowded the 
Central Asylum Is a model for others, 
according to tho report of foreign ex¬ 
perts. who made an examination of It 
a few months ago, giving great prals*- 
to the management. When the hos¬ 
pital at Madison la finished Floyd 
county patients will bo sent there In¬ 
stead of to Indianapolis. 

Potato Crop May Be Saved. 

The clear weather of yesterday gave 
the farmers of Floyd comity and Now 
Albany township, particularly, some 
encouragement that they might be able 
to save their potato crop, which wo* 
rotting tn the ground on account of 
the continuous rains. Farmer* have 
been unable to dig on account of the 
wet weather, and were discouraged. 
The loaa of the crop would be a serious 
thing to the county and State. Floyd 
county produced 275.000 bushels of po¬ 
tatoes last year, leading all of the other 
ninety-two counties of the State, both 
In the total bushels produced and In 
the average yield per acre. The aver¬ 
age yield per acre throughout the 
State was eighty bushels an aero. 
Floyd county's average yield was 227 
bushels to the acre. 

Tho wet woather has also been bad 
on the timothy hay crop In which Flovd 
county also leads all of the other coun¬ 
ties of the State In the yield per acre, 
the average being 1.89 tuns, the total 
production last year being 9.900 from 
5.800 acres. Farmers could not cut 
their hay, and some of this year’s crop 
may be lost unless dry weather pre¬ 
vails to permit the cutting and curing 
of the crop.

BAD MAN COMING TO PRISON. 


,# I am out $6 In money by the trans¬ 
action/’ philosophised Magistrate James 
S. Keigwin, of Jeffersonville, yesterday 
afternoon as he talked about having 
paid a fine of $1 and costs—$11 In all— 
for Henry Muensch, of Louisville, who 
was found guilty yesterday morning on 
the charge or committing assault and 
battery on Magistrate Charles 8. Hay. 
"but 1 aon t care for that." 

Magistrate Keigwin said he had re¬ 
ceived $5 for marrying George Edward 
Harvey aud Edith Mae Long, over 
whom the trouble between Muensch 
and Magistrate Hay arose, and this 
could stand as a credit on the fine and 
costs, the only thing being be was out 
In that line being his time. 

Mr. und Mrs. Harvey wure not In the 
Jeffersonville City Court yesterday 
morning when the case against 
Muensch, who had acted as their guide 
on Tuesday, was called. A large num 
ber of witnesses and more spectator* 
were present, and Muensch brought 
two of his Louisville friends with him. 
one being a reporter on an afternoon 
paper and the other a deputy In the 
office of the County Clerk. It was 
claimed by Magistrate Hay that when 
he approached Harvey and Miss Long 
to tender ills service# to marry them 
Muensch told him to get away, as the 
couple was his, and then shoved him 
back. 

Muensch admitted a part of the 
transaction, but said Magistrate Hay 
wanted to spilt the fee with him and 
offered to marry the pair for $1, but 
he insisted on going to Magistrate 
Keigwin, with whom he was acquaint¬ 
ed. Magistrate Hay was put on the 
stand In rebuttal and said It was an¬ 
other couple several days ago he offered 
to marry for $1. Several witnesses tes¬ 
tified to seeing Muensch push Magis¬ 
trate Hay away and Judge Poindexter 
wild he was satisfied the defendant wo* 
guilty of assault and battery, and a fine 
of $1 and cost* was Imposed. An ap¬ 
peal was talked of, but Magistrate 
Keigwin said he would pay the $11 
rather than go to any further expense 
in fighting the case. 

At the Instance of Magistrate Hay. 
Muensch was arrested Tuesday At the 
ferry landing In Jeffersonville by Capt. 
Clegg on two charge*, that of being a 
matrimonial runner and having com¬ 
mitted assault and battery on Magis¬ 
trate Hay. He was given an Immedlat# 
hearing on the first charge and Judge 
Poindexter held that If Muensch had 
acted as a runner to take Harvey and 
Mis* Long to Jeffersonville to get them 
married the approaches were made In 
Kentucky and out of the Jurisdiction of 
tho Jeffersonville City Court. Mr And 
Mrs. Harvey were detained as wit¬ 
nesses for the first trial, but were per¬ 
mitted to go hack to Louisville after 
statements were taken from them on 
the second charge. 

Take Notice of Removal. 

The ousting of W. H. Whittaker as 
general superintendent of the Indiana 
reformatory has been taken notice of 
by the official board of Wall-street 
Methodist Episcopal church.

*ln view of recent events In connec¬ 
tion with the resignation of W. H. 
Whit taker, general superintendent of 
tho Indiana retarmatory, tho official 
board of WaJl-street Methodist Episco¬ 
pal church, of which he Is a trustee, 
preseiga the following expressions:
